WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—Charzges 
of the gravest. nature,: involving | 
Russian activities in China, are} 
made in a. communication from the 
Chinese Government to the Depart- 
ment of State, which was made pub- 
lic today. The Chinese Government 
declares that documentary evidence 
in its possession proves that the 
Union of Socialist Soviet Republics 
has been plotting the overthrow of 
the Chinese Government, using the 
Chinese Eastern Railway and other 
Soviet-controlled or influenced insti- 
tutions to further “‘the nefarious 
schemes” of the Bolsheviki. 

Since 1927, the Chinese Government 
declares, Russia has been conducting 
communistic propaganda in China, 
using the funds of the CHinése Bast- 
ern Railway to finance these activi- 
ties, which involved, itis charged, 
not only the overthrow of the Chi- 
nese Government but the destruction 
of China’s political and economic 
system, 

Charges Assassination Plan. 

These activities, it is asserte Reve 
progressed to a point where: 
safety of China’ is. @i 
China also charges Russia® * 
sponsofing a policy of wholesale 
assassination, one of thé purposes of 
which was to bring ‘ebout a world- 
wide revolution. 

In the present crisis on thé Man- 
churian frontier, Russia, the Chi- 
nese assert, has been making war- 
like threats, involving not only firing 
into but the operation of military 
airplanes over Chinese territory. 
China, says the communication, still 
hopes for peace, but adds that, 
“should such acts of provocation on 
the part of the Soviet .Government 
result in unavoidable clashes arising 
out of China’s determination to de- 
fend her own rights, the responsi- 
bility for disturbing the peace of, the 
world must entirely rest with the 
Soviet Government.’’ 

The communication was delivered 
to Secretary of State Stimson this 
morning by Dr. Chao-Chu Wu, ‘the 
Chinese Minister. Simultaneously 
identical communications were de 
livered to the governments. of the 
other nations signatory to the Kel- 
logg pact.

Battle Fought at Dalainor, 

A twenty-four hour battle between 
Russian regular forces and Chinese 
was fought north of Dalainor, ac- 
cording to a dispatch to the London 
Daily-Express from Peking tonight. 

One Soviet regiment, assisted. by 
tanks, machine guns, cavalry anid 
artillery, invaded Manchuria until it 
reached Chinese entrenched at Dalai- 
nor about twenty miles east of Man- 
chuli. Attempts to cross the river 
by means of pontocns failed, and the 
Russians withdrew, leaving ninety 
Chinese’ dead.

THE HAGUE, Aug. 21.—France 
and Germany cooperated today in 
blaming England for the impending 
failure of The Hague conference to 
put the Young plan into effect. Dif- 
fering widely in their positions, both 
Premier Briand of France and Dr. 
Gustav Stresemann, German Foreign 
Minister, 
Snowden, Britain’s Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, the blame for.the diffi- 
| culties in which both find themselves 
and for the unfortunate conse- 
qyences, political and financial, that 
are likely to follow the adjournment 
of this meeting without results. 

Mr. Snowden, seeking to make the 
best of his situation, sided half-way 
; with Dr. Stresemann. and half-way 
; with M. Briand, but he refused to 
jaa from his position’ that: he must 
| have satisfaction of his demands be- 
|fore the Young plan can come into 
| effect. 

Meanwhile, Tir. Snowden has had 

efore him for, consideration ,the of- 
fer of the other creditor powers. to 
meet 50 per -cent of. his: monetary 
demand, but no more, coupled: with 
a request to say quickly whether he 
accepts or not. 

M. Briand -and Dr. «:Stresemann 
spent ‘two hours together before 
meeting, at 5:30, the four other in- 
terested powers. They disagreed al- 
most completely on their two cases 
| but agreed to blame Mr. Snowden 
for all the troubles at The Hague. 


Made New Arrangements. 











When the meeting opened, Dr. 
;Stresemann made a. carefully pre- 
pared speech; He said that in the 
Young plan Germany had seen a 
definite arrangement and had made 
all preparations to. meet, as from 
Sept. 1, the first payments provided 
in the Young plan and not those of 
the Dawes plan. 

Since it is provided in the Young 
plan itself that, regardless of the 
date it comes into effect, German 
payments should be counted as from 
Sept. 1. Germany asked that here 
and now the Young plan be regarded 
as in effect in so far as German 
| payments are concerned, leaving the 
creditor nations. to settle among 
themselves their differences over the 
distribution. of. annuities. He could 
never induce.the Germans, he said 


to see that after Sept. 1 they should 
continue to make the Dawes plan 
payments, 

Continuing his plea the German 
Foreign Minister asked the occupy- 
ing. powers forthwith to give Ger- 
many a firm undertaking to evacuate 
the Rhineland at a given e. He 
made it plain that he would like a 
promise now on definite dates or; at 
any rate, a pledge contingent on the 
adoption of the Young plan. 


Briand Unable to Meet Germans, 


M. ‘Briand then spoke, declaring 
that France was entirely loyal and 
that, she had come. to. The Hague in- 
tending to put the Young plan into 
operation and to make arrangements 
for the evacuation of the ed 
territory in Gérmany. If England 
was not ready to accept the Young 
plan, he argued, it'was not the fault 
of France. 

But the French Premier took the 
position that he could not meet

ANNAPOLIS, Md,, Aug, 21. —Lieu- 
tenant Alford’ J. Williams, naval 
flier, was overcome by exhaust gas 
in his seaplane Mercury Racer, dur- 
ing -one,-of three unsuccessful at- 
tempts. to lift the. plane: from . the 
Severn River. today.in.order. to quali- 
fy it for participation in the Schnei- 
der Cup race. He. remained. uncon- 
scious for five minutes. until; a. re- 
serve boat drew alongside when the 
plane stopped. 

On the first. trial. the plane was 
almost. capsized by the choppy wake 
of a speed boat: which cut across 
the. course ) just. before the “racer 
flashed by, Failing gasoline pressure 
balked the second attempt. 

Dr. John R. Poppen of the Navy 
Department, manager of the racing 
crew, announced tonight that Lieu- 
tenant Williams would continue his 


attempts to fly the plane tomorrow. 
John 8. Kean, chief of the naval 
aircraft factory at _ Philadelphia, 
who designed the plane, said that the 
ventilation of the cockpit would be 
improved before the next test. An- 
other air vent will be cut into the 
cockpit and oxygen will be used, as 
in ‘the English Glouster racer, to 
counteract the effect of the reduced 
air pressure and the exhaust fumes. 
The plane appeared to be perform- 
ing better on the third attempt, when 


suddenly the motor died and ‘Lieuten- 
§ slumped, forward i

‘That was the last 
I knew until the men ‘in the rescue 
boat hailed me.” 


Wireless to Tam New Yore Times. 

LONDON, Aug. 21.—With his pow- 
erful engine roaring. fully. open for, 
the first fime, Flying, Officer H.R, 
D. Waghorn «in his ‘ Rolls-Royce 
supermarine «seaplane dashed four 
times over the standard“ three-kilo- 
meter course at Calshot today and 
Air Ministry officials in charge of 
the, Schneider .Cup team smiled ;with 
satisfaction when the photographic 
film on which. the time measure- 
ment was recorded had been devel- 
oped and checked up. 

It was. obvious that Waghorn was 
pohirteg od faster than any British 
pilot had ever gone betore, No 
stopwatch was. accurate enough to 
time the flight. Instead, an improved 
cinema apparatus was . employed 
which uses a master tuning fork as 
a measure of time, electrically con- 
nected to two cinema cameras. 





MACRERY DIES AT 04 
OF A HEART ATTACK 








City Magistrate, Stricken at 
Business Meeting, Succumbs 
in Doctor’s Office. 





WAS RENAMED FOR 10 YEARS | 





He Speeded Up Traffic Court 
and Advocated Many Street 
Safety Measures. 





City Magistrate Andrew Macrery 
died of a heart attack in the office 
of Dr. Max Greenwald, heart special- 
ist, at. 38 West Fifty-ninth. Street, 
just before 6 o'clock yesterday eve- 
ning, @ week after he had been reap- 
pointed-<by Mayor Walker ‘to a full 
ten-year term, He was 54. years: old. 

Late in the afternoon Magistrate 
Macrery was attending a business 
conference with Herman Bitterman,, 
a real estate dealer of 21 West 
Eighty—sixth Street, and Andrew B. 
Keating, Chief City Appraiser and 
Democratic leader of the Thirteenth 
Assembly: District, in the’ Chanin 
Building at Forty-second Street and 
Lexington Avenue. 

Several times during the_ confer- 
ence the magistrate complained to 
Mr, Bitterman of a lump which had 
formed over his heart and which 
was. causing him severe pain. The 
pain finally became so intolerable 
that Magistrate Macrery was com- 
pelled. to leave the conference. Mr. 
Bitterman accompanied him and sug- 
gested that they go to the office of 
Dr, Greenwald, 

Friend Goes for Emergency Remedy. 

They drove there together. Dr. 
Greenwald examined the Magistrate 
and found he was suffering from 
coronary sclerosis: He gave him a 
hypodermic and wrote out an emer- 


*! gency prescription which Mr. Bitter- 


man volunteered to have filled at a 
nearby drug store. But Magistrate 
Macreary died before Mr. Bitterman 
returned, 

The Medical Examiner’s office was 
notified and permission. was granted 
to remove the body to the undertak- 
ing establishment of August Hickel- 
berg at 934 Eighth Avenue. Magis- 
trate Macrery was unmarried. He 
lived with his mother and sister, 
Audleyn, at 537 West 12ist: Street. 
They had gone to South Norwalk, 
Conn., on vacation, and word of his 
death was telephoned to them. 

Magistrate McKiniry, upon taking 
the bench in Night Court last night, 
declaréd a’five-minute recéss in mem- 
ory of Magistrate Macrery. As the 
lawyers, attendants and spectators 
in the court’ were’ standing for his 
entrance, Magistrate McKinity told 
them of the death of his culléague. 

“Words ‘cannot ‘tell ‘our loss,"" ‘he 
said. ‘‘He was a very good man and 
an excellent jurist.” 

Mr. Macrery was born in Nash- 
ville; "Tenn, ‘ His” parents moved to 
Brooklyn when he was 3 years old. 
He was educated in the ‘Brooklyn 
Public Schools and” studied law at

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—An_ en- 
tirely new system of valuation under 
which the Tariff Commission would 
translate the ad valorem rates in the 
pending Hawley bill into a United 
State value, supplanting the present 
foreign valuation, was approved by 
the Republicans. of the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee today, and» will be 
urged by them upon the Senate. 

The United States value plan, 
which was offered by Senator Reed 
of Pennsylvania, was changed, how- 
ever, in. one important particular. 
Originally, it would have permitted 
the President to proclaim the trans- 
lated rates, as received from’ the 
commission, but the Senate. commit- 
tee Republicans decided that Con- 
gress ‘must be the sole judge of 
whether they should be adopted, 

At present duties on imported. urti- 
cles are asessed on the foreign in- 
voice value—that is, what the im- 
porter’s invoice shows he paid for the 
articles. | The-‘‘United States-value,”’ 
or “‘domestic Value,”” would be based 
on the wholesale selling price of the 
imported article in this country. 
“United States value” should not be 
confused with ‘thé once suggested 
“American value’ plan, which ‘¢on- 
templated assessing duties. on fm 
ports on a value equivalent to what 
a comparative article made in the 
United States would cost. 


Flexible Provisions Approved. 


With the intention of completing 
all work on the bill by. tomorrow 
night, the Republicans agreed upon 
several other administrative fea- 
tures.

Lawe, 
like the Baumes law, make more 
dangerous the criminal because he 
certainly will shoot to avoid capture 
after four or five convictions. 
“Curbing crime is a problem in 
psychology and the greatest priscg 
reform we can accomplish is ta 
transform it into an institution more 


like a hospital, as most criminals are 
sick children.”

Dirigible’s Training Flight Takes 
Her Over New Jersey and 
Long. Island.

LAKEHURST, N. J., Aug. 21.— 
Continuing the experiments started 
six weeks ago and resumed last eve- 
ning in hooking an airship to the 
dirigible Los Angeles, three new 
hook-ons ‘were made today as the 
big ship cruised over New Jersey, 
Southern. New York. and Long 
Island. 

According to word reaching the 
Naval Air Station here today, in one 
of the three tests an even more dif- 
ficult feat {Hari merely the hooking- 
on was ‘aéconiplished. For the en- 
gine of the seaplane was shut off as 
it rode under the dirigible and the 
Los Angeles successfully towed the 
dead weight. 

When the first experiments were 
made eafly in July, it was explained 
thatthe difficulty with the method 
of hooking on was that the plane’s 
engine had to be kept in motion to 
keep the tail even. These further 
experiments were to be held in hope 
that some methcd might be found 
to overcome the difficulty. 

Pleased at Feat. 

Naval»-atithorities here expressed 
great pleasure after receiving word 
from the Los Angeles about the 
latest suctéss. They described the 
tests as ‘‘very successful; even be- 
yond the most sanguine expecta- 
tions.’’ 

TherLos Angeles, under the com- 
mand of Lieut. Commander Herbert 
Wiley, took off from the Naval Air 
station at 7:27 last evening and after 
‘flying over the field for half an hour 
headed for the New Jersey coast. 
Lieutenant J. Gordon, navy flier, 
then brought his biplane under the 
Los Angeles and the hook-on was 
made. 

After repeating the experiment a 
number of times the Los Angeles 
cruised over New Jersey until 4:50 
.this morning. It came down for only 
a few. hours; and, then resumed its 
cruise and “the experiments. The 
crilisés have beén in the nature of a 
training ‘flight.

Salutes Army. Fliers. 


At 4:45 this afternoon the dirigible 
flew over ‘Mitchel Field, dipping in 
salute to the army fliers there. At 
that time it was flying at an altitude 
of 1,000, feet and. was. headed toward 
its. station here. 

In making the hook-on the aviator 
in the plane manipulates a lever 
which sends out a hook from the top 
of his plane’s bares! wing. This is 
Caught on a rigid trapeze suspended 
under the Los Angeles about mid- 
ships. The aviator then can release 
the hook. 

According to Lieut. Commander 
‘Wiley, the navy hopes that the dirig- 
ible will some day be able to carry 
half a dozen planes.

While other scientists decline to be 
quoted, he declared that Dr. Soko- 
loff’s discovery may well 
epoch-making if it is shown to as 
efficacious in the treatment of spon-: 
taneous tumors as i has been ap- 
parently in the cure of the malignant. 
— transplanted on rats. Dr. 

owell said that it was impossible 
to say whether Dr. Sokoloff’s method 
will ultimately be useful. to human 
beings, as his work was as yet only 
of a preliminary nature. 

Theé.experiments, Dr. Sokoloff said, 
eonstitute the first application of the 
physiological and biological idea to 
the cancer problem. In his report 
to the congress he malated out,-that 
what he: sought was not the discov- 
ery of a poison which would kill the 
cancer cells, but some method which 
would alter their. metabolism. 

This idea, he said, was to produce 
the greatest possible oxidation of the 
cells, At the same .time he directed 
his research to show that the can- 
cerous tumors react on the cortex of 
the supra-renal glands, and declared 
that he had fount the chemical com- 
bination which is composed of the 
extract of the cortex of these glands 
in iron and pyrrol blue.

Produces Sleep by Electricity. 


An electrical instrument whereby 
itis possible to produce sleep, and a 
new theory of the ‘‘sleep mechanism” 
were. described to the Googe ess by 
Dr. W. R. Hess of Zurich. r. Hess 
reported unique experiments in which 
he. succeeded in so go sleep in 
animals 'b: injections of electricity. 

It was Dr. Hess’s contention that 
the experiments performed with ‘his 
instrument bed that sleep, instead 
of being mere ly a ay al eclipse 
of the faculties, in reality an

His method jis to introduce the 
smallest electrode, of the size of a 
minute needie, into the deep lepine 
of the brain and to. apply a slow 
frequency current which causes the 
animal to fall into a sleep which has 
all the attributes of ordinary repose, 
and which continues for as long as 
three or four hours. 

How the method could» be applied 
to human beings was not explained 
by Dr. Hess. Cats have been used 
chiefly in his experiments and the 
felines, he said, suffered no il 
effects.

and to show their dependence pri- 
marily upon a cOnspifacy with a 
brewery, distillery, bonded. ware- 
house, alcohol manufacturer or alco- 
hol. permit holder, is more. difficuit— 
end much more essential. 

The job of prohibition enforcement 
can be well done with ‘the right kind 
of men, but it never will be: done 
with any number, no matter how 
large, of the wrong kindof prohibi- 
tion ‘agents, directors and adminis- 
trators. And the right kind of agents, 
directors and administrators will not 
be:tappointed unless there are the 
right. ind of men at the very top 
of the enforcement. organization.

rehend all the liquor law violators 

n the country then to set up an or- 
ganization to snare and prosecute all 
he petty thieves, burglars and: hold- 
up men inthe United States. 


State Aid Necessary. 


The Eighteenth Amendment itself 
contains the best answer to the ques- 
tion I have.quoted. Section 2 of the 
amendment provides that the States 
Shall. have concurrent power to en- 
force the laws made under it. * Cer- 
tainly that part of the amendments, 
having been ratified with the other 
— by forty-six of the’ forty-eight 

tates, places on those States a re- 
sponsibility as great and as solemn 
as that resting upon the Federal 
Government. 

The States can.no more say, ‘Well, 
the Federal Government has author- 
ity now to deal with the liquor prob- 
lem; we will leave it alone and let 
the people at Washington ‘worry 
about that,” than to. say, ‘‘There’ is 
a. Federal law which prohibits the 
shipment between States of impure 
and spoiled foods, and, therefore, we 
will not, in this State, make any ef- 
fort through our own officers to pro- 
tect our people against canned goods 
that are poisoned, contaminated or 
adulterated. Let the. Federal Gov- 
ernment attend to that.’’ 

Where blame does attach to the 
Federal Government is in failing to 
supply the right kind of manpower 
in many places. during the past few 
years. The human flaws, and not 
the legal flaws, have furnished the 
loopholes through which bootleggers 
have swarmed. 

Lest the prohibition officials*in the 
Treasury Department complain that 
I have been unfair to them and wil- 
fully blind to the defects in the De- 
partment of Justice’s machinery for 
law enforcement, I now call atten- 
tion to some of those defects: 


Prosecuting the Prosecutors. 
As things are now, the prohibition 
agents and their superiors often say, 
“We gather plenty of evidence and 


arrest practically everybody who is 
inthe bootlegging business, but we 
can’t make any real progress in put- 
ting a.stop. to the business because 
the Department of Justice falls down 
on its end of the; job,...Give us the 
right kind of District Attorneys who 
will prosecute cases vigorously and 
secure convictions ‘and long sen- 
tences, and.we will’ soen:have most 
of the bootleggers out of business.”” . 

Certainly,.no one, has.a better un- 
derstanding. ofthe: glaring deficien- 
cies and defects. in’ vine: ‘prosecuting 
organizations ‘than -T have. © 
my entire eight’ years as Assistant 
Attorney General’ a large ’ ‘of my 
time and energy’ was ‘necéssarily de- 
voted to prosecuting prosecutors when 
I should have had to do.nothing but |}, 
direct prosecution of people the pros- 
ae should ‘have. prosecuted!

Leverich,.on Dec. 22, '1928, becomes 
available to cerditors of the hotel. 
The money has been tied up in Brook- 
lyn Surrogate’s Court and could not 
be touched — Leverich was de- 
clared bankrup' 

The petition ‘for the adjudication, 
brought by Sidney Jarcho of Jarcho 
Brothers, plumbers, of 315 East Thir- 
ty-seventh Street, Manhattan, was 
not opposed by Leverich or his at- 
torney, David W. Kahn of 120 Broad- 
way, Manhattan, but was opposed by 
Forrest 8. Chilton, representing the 
Greer Electric Construction Company 
of 205 East Forty-second Street, Man- 
hattan. 

Leverich was called to the stand 
when court opened and admitted that 
he had been insolvent when the bank- 
ruptcy petition was filed against 
him. In overruling the objection put 
forward by Chilton, Judge Martineau 
ruled that in obtaining a judgment 
in Kings County Supreme Court, as 
a result of which a receiver, Ben- 
jamin Groberg of 26 Court Street, 
Brooklyn, was appointed, and the 
subsequent phe fi on of that receiv- 
ership to cover other creditors, .an 
act of bankruptcy was committed.
